WHEREAS, it is recognized that the Federal contract for such:, .financial 
assistance pursuant to said Title I will impose certain obligations and responsi¬ 
bilities upon the Local Public Agency and will require among other things, (l) 
the provision of local grants-ln-aid; (2) a feasible method for the relocation 
of individuals and families displaced from the urban renewal areas(s) comprising 
the Program; and (3) other local obligations and responsibllites in connection
